We,  the  undersigned  committee  representing-  certain  citizens  of 

Greene,  Lenoir  and  Wayne  counties  beg-  leave  to  submit  the  following 
proposition:  That  the  persons  whom  we  represent  shall  procure  the 
rights  of  way  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  cross-ties  delivered  along 
the  right  of  way  to  construct  branch  roads  from  Snow  Hill  in  the 
county  of  Greene  by  way  of  LaGrange  in  the  county  of  Lenoir  to 
Seven  Springs  in  the  county  of  Wayne  and  shall  give  them  to  the 
Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Compan3r  free  of  charge,  that 
the  said  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  shall  grade  the  said  road,  lay  the 
cross-ties,  furnish  the  rails  and  rolling  stock  and  operate  the  said 
branch  under  the  charter  of  the  said  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  and 
shall  be  the  absolute  owners  thereof,  that  in  case  owners  should  fail 
to  deed  right  of  way  the  same  ma3'  be  condemned  under  the  charter 
of  the  A.  <&  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  at  the  expense  of  the  persons  we  repre- 
sent.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


New  Bern,  N.  C,  Sept.  20th,  1897. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  N.  C.  Railroad  Company. 

Gentlemen: — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  43rd  Annual 
Report  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors. 

We  assumed  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company  on  the  23rd 
day  of  March  of  this  year,  and  proceeded  at  once  to  familiarize  our- 
selves with  the  condition  of  the  Company  and  its  property.  We 
found  that  the  late  administration  had,  within  a  short  period  of 
their  retirement,  made  contracts  for  a  shifting-  engine  to  cost  $7650.00, 
a  waiting  room  and  ticket  office  at  Kinston,  a  waiting  room  and 
warehouse  at  Falling  Creek,  a  side  track  at  Hines  Bros.  Mill  at 
Kinston,  and  a  pair  of  car  scales  (the  last  being  countermanded  on 
the  22nd  of  March).  We  found  further  that  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer showed  a  balance  on  hand  of  only  $9552.25,  an  amount  insuffi- 
cient to  defray  these  extraordinary  expenses.  Your  President  in- 
vestigated, first,  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  shifting  engine, 
and  submitted  the  plans  and  specifications  to  our  Master  Machinist 
who  thoroughly  examined  the  same  and  reported  that  an  engine  con- 
structed according  to  said  plans  would  be  totally  unfit  for  the  ser- 
vice for  which  it  would  be  required,  for  the  reason  that  the  curves  in 
our  yard  track  were  too  short  for  an  engine  coupled  as  long  as  the 
one  proposed  in  the  contract,  consequently  your  President  felt  it  to 
be  his  duty  to  cancel  the  contract  at  once,  if  it  could  be  done  without 
great  cost  to  the  Company;  accordingly  in  company  with  the  Master 
Machinist  he  went  to  Richmond  and  conferred  with  the  officers  of  the 
Richmond  Locomotive  Works  and  endeavored  to  persuade  them  to 
allow  us  to  cancel  the  contract;  they  stated  that  they  had  ordered 
material  and  gone  to  other  expense  by  reason  of  the  contract,  and 
felt  that  they  ought  to  be  reimbursed  for  this  expenditure.  No 
agreement  could  be  reached  at  that  time,  and  although  we  have  en- 
deavored since  to  arrive  at  some  amicable  settlement  of  the  matter 
we  have  been  unable  to  do  so;  we  are  informed,  however,  that  work 
on  the  engine  has  been  stopped,  and  we  believe  that  very  little  work, 
if  any,  had  been  done  towards  constructing  the  engine  at  the  time 
we  first  attempted  to  cancel  the  contract.  We  would  advise  that  an 
agreement  be  entered  into  with  the  Richmond  Locomotive  Works 
that  a  referee  be  appointed  to  determine  the  actual  amount  expended 
by  the  said  Company  on  the  engine  at  the  time  of  the  first  notice  to 
cancel  the  contract. 
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We  found  that  the  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings  at 
Kinston  and  Falling-  Creek  had  been  given  out,  and  we  concluded  to 
let  the  contractors  continue  the  work;  since  that  time  they  have  been 
completed  and  paid  for.  We  found  also  that  the  warehouse  and 
waiting-  room  at  Morehead  City  had  been  placed  in  a  position  most 
inconvenient  for  the  people,  and  we  have  had  it  moved  to  a  more 
accessible  and  desirable  locality.  We  will  have  an  agent  appointed 
at  this  station  in  order  that  the  agent  at  the  lower  depot  will  not  be 
required  to  come  up  town  on  the  arrival  and  departure  of  ever}' 
train. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  we  have  built  the 
side  track  at  Hines  Bros.  Mill.  We  have  had  the  car  scales  placed 
at  Kinston.  We  found  that  the  cars  used  on  our  passenger  train 
had  not  been  painted  for  several  years  and  consequently  were  in  a 
very  bad  condition,  needing  immediate  attention  in  order  to  preserve 
them;  we  have  therefore  had  some  of  them  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
painted. 

The  report  of  the  Road  Master  shows  the  roadway  to  be  in  a 
better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  j^ears.  The  bridge  over  the 
Neuse  River  near  Kinston  needed  prompt  attention,  and  we  have 
had  extra  piling  driven  and  the  bridge  thoroughly  strengthened;  we 
recommend  that  an  iron  draw,  if  not,  an  entirely  new  iron  bridge 
replace  the  present  one  as  early  as  practicable.  The  bridge  across 
the  Trent  River  at  New  Bern  has  also  received  our  attention,  and 
new  piling  is  being  driven  to  strengthen  that  bridge. 

Since  assuming  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Compaii}'  we  have 
been  hampered,  somewhat,  bjr  vexatious  and  expensive  litigation. 
We  congratulate  ourselves,  however,  that  there  is  a  bright  side  to 
the  picture. 

At  a  very  small  cost  to  the  Company  we  endeavored  this  season 
to  give  the  truckers  every  facility  that  we  could  offer  to  induce  them 
to  ship  their  truck  by  our  road,  and  the  result  has  far  exceeded  our 
expectations;  although  the  quantitj7  raised  was  much  less  than  that 
of  previous  years,  we  this  year  carried  more  than  ever  before.  The 
local  business  of  the  road  is  also  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing, 
and  we  have  thought  it  advisable  to  offer  further  inducements  to  the 
trade  of  the  City  of  New  Bern  by  placing  a  werehouse  in  a  con- 
venient locality  down  town,  as  the  present  distributing  depot  is  most 
inaccessible,  and  for  this  purpose  we  have  purchased  a  lot  adjoining 
the  one  we  owned  at  the  corner  of  Hancock  and  South  Front  streets, 
and  will  in  the  near  future  erect  a  distributing  warehouse  there. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  us  to  call  your  special 
attention  to  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  for  a 
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detailed  statement  of  the  earnings  of  the  Companj'  since  we  assumed 
control,  and  while  the  disbursements  have  been  somewhat  larger 
than  before,  this  can  be  readily  expkiined  by  noting  the  amounts 
paid  for  improvements  and  repairs,  which  we  found  it  necessary  to 
make. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  large  increase  in  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness done  by  our  road  now  renders  our  supply  of  freight  cars  in- 
adequate, and  we  ought  as  soon  as  possible,  to  increase  their  num- 
ber. The  milling  industry  is  growing  so  rapidly  along  the  line  of 
our  road,  that,  we  think,  log  cars  ought  to  be  built  at  once,  as  we 
find  that  the  heavy  logs  break  down  our  flat  cars.  These  log  cars 
can  be  built  at  a  small  cost  and  are  more  convenient  and  durable. 

We  find  that  a  dividend  of  one  per  cent  was  declared  b3r  the 
former  administration  in  Februarj'  of  this  year,  and  although  we 
have  been  at  an  extraordinary  expense  for  the  past  few  months,  we 
are  glad  to  say  that  we  are  now  in  a  condition  to  declare  a  further 
dividend  of  one  per  cent,  making  a  total  of  two  per  cent  for  the  year. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  }rear  is  most  encouraging  and  we  be- 
lieve that  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Stockholders,  we  can 
make  this  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  the  Company.

For  year  ending-  June  30th,  1897. 
Engines: 

Ertgines  are  in  g-ood  condition  except  Eng-ine  No.  8  which 
needs  some  heavy  repairs  to  machinery  and  boiler.  Engines 
No.  1  and  2  are  too  light  for  the  increased  service  required  of 
them  as  yard  shifting  engines,  and  should  be  replaced  as  soon 
as  practicable  by  a  heavier  engine,  so  constructed  as  to  be  of 
practical  service  on  the  curves  in  our  yard,  which  are  neces- 
sarily short,  and  which  could  be  placed  in  service  on  our  main 
line  as  a  freight  engine  when  required. 

Cost  of  repairs  on  the  engines  for  the  12  months  is  $2,111.08. 
Oil,  tallow  and  waste  $233.62.  Fuel  $6,340.08.  Wood  and  water 
stations  $62.89.  Engineers,  firemen  and  cleaners  $6,477.52.

Passenger  Cars: 

Parlor  Car  No.  16,  First  Class  No.  17,  Second  Class  No.  11, 
Baggage  and  Express  No.  12,  and  Fish  Car  No.  20  have  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repainted  recent! jr;  the  other  Pas- 
senger Cars  are  in  good  running  order  but  need  repainting  badly. 

Cost  of  Passenger  Cars  for  repairs,  oils  &c.  for  the  12  months 
$2,939.98.  Car  cleaning  and  inspection  $168.83.  Lights  $40.50. 
Total  $3,149.31. 

Freight  Cars: 

Are  in  fair  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  number  of  Plat- 
form cars  which  need  extensive  repairs,  such  as  new  side  and 
end  sills,  bolsters  &c.

Machinery  and  Tools, 
such  as  Lathes,  Drills,  Press,  Planers,  Shaper  &c.  are  in  a 
dilapidated  condition  and  almost  worn  out,  they  having  been  in 
the  Company's  service  for  the  past  30  years  and  should  be  re- 
placed with  modern  and  improved  machinery.

ROAD  MASTER'S  REPORT— Continued. 

There  has  been  placed  in  the  track  this  year  27,055  cross  ties, 
and  I  estimate  that  we  should  have  about  35,000  ties  for  the  coming- 
year.  Since  I  took  charge  of  the  track  on  April  1st,  it  has  been  very 
much  improved.  I  find  that  we  are  ver3'  much  in  need  of  gravel  for 
the  road  bed  and  hope  this  year  to  have  more  gravel  than  we  have 
had  for  previous  years.  We  are  also  in  need  of  some  split  switches 
which  are  very  necessary  to  a  smooth  track  and  a  fast  schedule. 

The  bridges  are  all  in  good  condition  at  present.  The  culverts 
are  in  fair  condition  but  will  need  repairs  during  the  \^ear. 

The  Company's  wharf  at  New  Bern  and  Morehead  Cit}*  are  now 
needing  repairs.  We  have  now  on  hand  bridge  timber  enough  for 
present  demands.
